REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PETITION TO CORRECT INVENTORSHIP 

UNDER 37 CFR 1.48(a) 

Reconsideration of the Petition to Correct Inventorship Under 37 CFR 1.48(a) filed on 

March 4, 2003 is respectfully requested. The communication mailed on September 5, 2003 

states that the request to correct inventorship under 37 CFR 1.48(a) is deficient because: 

"The statement of facts by an inventor or inventors to be added or 
deleted does not explicitly state that the inventorship error occurred 
without deceptive intent on his or her part or cannot be construed to so 
state." 


Applicants respectfully disagree. As filed, the request to correct inventorship stated that: 

"Through error and without deceptive intent, Gustavo Alejandro Di 
Martino was omitted as a joint inventor. Thus, this Request to Correct 
Inventorship is necessitated only by the omission, through error and 
without deceptive intent, of Gustavo Alejandro Di Martino." 

The communication mailed on September 5, 2003 also states that "[t]he declaration 
submitted by inventor Gustavo Alejandro Di Martino does not confirm the error made in 
inventorship." 

Applicants respectfully disagree. The declaration submitted by Mr. Di Martino states, in 
Paragraph No. 2: 

"That through error, without any deceptive intention on his part or that of 
any actual inventor, the above-captioned application was filed naming 
NOEL ENETE, WAYNE PACKARD, and HARRY W. MORRIS, rather 
than NOEL ENETE, WAYNE PACKARD, HARRY W. MORRIS, and 
GUSTAVO ALEJANDRO DI MARTINO. This error was discovered 
after the application was filed." 
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A copy of the Request to Correct Inventorship as filed is included for the convenience of 
the Examiner. 

Applicants submit that the requirements of 37 CFR 1.48(a) have been fulfilled and 
respectfully requested that this petition be granted.
